Every death in a hotei is sup- 
posed, when the bill is drawe ap, to have arisen 
from au infectious disorder. and the character 
of the hotel for health must be le Ussar’s 
wife’s good name. For te contingent loss of 
custom s occasioned, the friends ol the dead 
are pe to render pecuniary compeusatuon.

THE WAGES AND CONDITION OF THE WORKING 
CLASSES. 


Wasnineton, July 81.—Mr. John T. Robeson, 
United States Consul at Leith, reports to the 
Department of State, at considerable length, 
numerous statistics and facts. regarding labor 
and trade throughout Scotland. Among the 
Lothians he gives the income of farm laborers 
as, in 1878. $218.40 per annum; in 1878, $242.40. 
In the Southwest of Scotland in 1873, 6211.20; 
in 1878, $230.40; women in 1873, $127.20; in 
1878, $144. In the northeast counties, men, in 
1873, $197.12; in 1878, 6221.12. Female kitchen 
servants recetved in 1878. besides board, 855.20 


per annum; in 1878, $76.00. In extreme northern 
counties, men, in 1873, $175.20; in 1878, 
$187.4. Day laborers get from 48 to 72 cents a 
day, an increase of 12 per cent since 1873. 
Specially skilled or trustworthy men and women 
receive higher wages than those above specified. 
In most cases married men are paid monthly, 
and single men half yearly. Married servants, 
who occupy cottages as a rule, live a comforta- 
ble, happy, and moral life, giving their children 
a good elementary education. On the railways 
the wages per week are: For passenger con- 
ductors, $6.48; freight conductors, 57.20; 
porters, $5.04. Sunday labor is paid for at ex- 
tra rates. Engineers receive $1.68 per day; fre- 
96 cents; laborers, 72 cents. Men

women, $2.65. A week is W hours. 
Cafpenters are paid $1.25 per day; 
blacksmiths) $1.05; nrasons, $1.50; laborers, 80 
cents.

Bookbinders 
earn $8.50 per week; shoemakers, 86 tor sixty 
hours (as a rule, they work by the piece); cabi- 
netmakers, $7.20; printers, newspaper nicht- 
work, make from 811 to $18 a week, or more; 
day-work,$7.80 (day-uauds work flifty-one and a 
half hours, nigot hands florty-eight hours, per 
week); in publishing-houses they earn $6.75 
per fifty-four hours; painters get $7.66 for fifty- 
one hours; plumbers, $7.20; tailors, generally 
by the piece, average $6.75 per week. The ad- 
vantage in artisans’ wages has not fnured to 
their benetit so greatly. as in the case of the 
iarm laborer, the latter being much better off 
with board and lodging provided. Paper 
money is of the same value as gold aad silver. 

Clothing is no dearer in Scotland than it was 
thirty or forty years ago, but tastes have 
changed among the people, ana there is a great- 
er display and variety of dress than in former 
years. But for this extravagance a large amount 
of money might be saved among Scotch farm- 
servants. Itis pleasing to say that many do 
lay up a little, but the majority. squander all 
tueir earnings, and are, on the whole, the oppo- 
site of saving and thrifty. Servant-girls might 
dress respectably and store up a little of their 
evrnings, but their surplus melts away in dress. 
Within the last five years the incomes of all 
classes have increased 10 per cent, and the cost 
of living 15 per cent. Formerlv, something was 
saved, but now comparatively nothing. The 
great importation of cattle and dead meat has 
not diminished the prices, but has prevented 
their increase. Strikes are frequent in all trades, 
but, as a rule, result in the impoverishment of 
the workmen, the tendency of wages being 
duwnward.,

AMERICAN HAMS, 
AN ATTEMPT TO PROHIBIT THEIR IMPORTATION 
INTO AUSTRIA. 

WasurncTon, July 31.—Mr. Philip Sidney 
Post, the United States Consul-General at Vi- 
enna, communicates tothe Department of State 
information of an attempt by the Austrian 
Government to prohibit the importation of hams 
into that country from the United States. 
Prof. Heschl, of the Vienna University, in a 
letter widely circulated, asserted that while of 
Westphalia hams only 1 out of 2,000 or 2,500 
contains trichine, of American hams 1 out of 
every 5 to 10 is infested, and the probability 
exists that several epidemicS owe their origin 
to this fact. The City Council forwarded a 
— to the Government asking that the 
mportation of American hams and sausages 
be prohibited. Soon after Prof. Heschi’s let- 
ter haa appeared, Mr. Post requested the 
Professor to authenticate his statements. He 
was compelled to admit that he had no personal 
knowledge on the subject; that his statements 
were based on certain German reports of 1874, 
and that he had never seen an American ham. 
He was therefore invited to examine some 
American hams, and, after a careful exatmina- 
tion, he said there were certainly no trichine in 
them, and that they were sound and good. 
The Professor, in his letter, remarked that in 
America hogs are fed with the refuse of the 
great slaughtering-bouses, whereby trichine 
are propagated. In Germany, he said, one hog 
in 10,000 has trichine, while of the hams and 
bacon from America from 2 to ö per cent con- 
tain trichine. The Cousul- General suggests 
hat some proper means be taken to contradict 
such erroneous reports. The attempt to create 
a prejudice against food importations from 
Am u an injury tothe poor anda crime 
against humanity.

YELLOW FEVER. 


CAIRO. 
Snecial Disvatch to The Tribune. 

Camo, III., Aug. 4.—The steamer Golden 
Crown, Capt. Walker, from New Orleans, with 
200 passengers, arrived here last night, but was 
not permitted to land. Three miles below she 
was inspected by Quarantine-Physician Dun- 
ning, who reported one case of yellow fever 
aboard,—a lady who took passage at the mouth 
of Red River. This patient be pronounced very 
low, and expressed the opivion that she would 
not live an hour. The Crown anchored in front 
of the city, and, in addition to supplies, took 
aboard Capt. Walker’s.wife and child, who came 
down on the Golden Rule to meet him, and the 
wife of Capt. Shinkle, of the Rule, who will return 
to Cincinnati on her. The action of the Cap- 
tain in allowing these people to board his boat 
is accounted for by the faet that he expressed 
the opinion that the safferer aboard did not 
have fellow fever; that she had been sick all 
the way up, and that the quarantine physicians 
at Vicksburg and Memphis pronounced it in- 
termittent tever. She left here about 11 o’clock 
and attempted to land at Mound City, but was 
prevented by the authoritics. This morning a 
dispatch was received by the Mayor from Grand 
Chain, on the line of tue Cmeinnati & Vandalia 
Railroad, stating that the Crown landed at 
Caledonia, six miles from that place, and 
this morning buried some one, supposed to be 
the body of the mdy who was sick here, and put 
off three sick persons ou (mattresses, who, at 
that time, were lying on the bank heiples 
without attention, and exposed to the sun. The 
truth of the said dispatch is very much doubted 
bv the friends of Capt. Walker in this city. 

Later intelligence coptradicts the report of 
the discharge by the steumer Golden Crown of 
three yellow-fever passengers at Caledonia. 
Several persons got off, but all were well. 

Cairo, III., Aug.4.—As a further precaution 
against the yellow tever, after ta-morrow pas- 
senger coaches from below will not be trans- 
ferred across the river. but passengers will 
change cars at the transfer steamer. 


NEW ORLEANS. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

New Onrveans, La., Aug. 4.—In the past 
twenty-four hoars twenty new cases were re- 
ported and eleven deaths. The weather is un- 
favorable to invalids,—dry, wet, hot, and cold 
at intervals of a few minutes. This accounts 
for the increase of deaths, though the disease is 
on the detline. The fears of the disease as- 
suming an epidemic form are allayed. The quar- 
antine is rigidly maintained, and no yellow 
fever is introduced from without. Ice sells at 
$40 per ton, under a combination of dealers and 
manufacturers, headed by Joues, of Nevada.

BLAINE’S. KEYNOTE. 


Fall Text of Speech Before the Maine 
envention. 

Mr. CHAIRMAN AND FELLow-CitTizEns: The 
people of Maine are distinguished, I think, for 
two characteristies; one is a high sedse of 
honor, and the other is strong common sense. 
[Applause.| They do not propose with a high 
sense of hohor to repudiate any obligations. 
They do vot believeyawith their strong common 
sense, that stamping a piece of paper creates 
value. And they remember a lesson which 
can never be forgotten, a single incident which 
covers in its scope. and its meaning the entire 
greenback discussion. When 1 bad the honor 
to enter Congress from an adjoining district, 
there were $150,000,000 of legal-tenders in 
this country, and they were worth 
$147,000,000 in gold dollars. 1 staid there 
myself, voting for legal-tender bills until we 
had $550,000,000 of legal-tenders, and they were 
worth $145,000,000 in gold. We had three 
times as many paper dollars, and the r 
was worth $2,000,000 less than when We began, 
and if we had doubled the amount they would 
not have been worth anything at all. 

I do not, however, with all due respect to my 
honored, valued, and eloquent friend, have the 
slightest apprehension of the repudiation of the 
greenback dollars of this country, not the slight- 
est. beg to say distinctiv that there is noth- 
ing in the situation to-day, if he will pardon me 
for differing with him, to create an apprehen- 
sion, with sound common sense governing us, 
that we are to travel the road with the Nationa! 
legal-tender note that was traveled by the Con- 
tinental currency of the Revolution. Our fore- 
fathers issued $241,000,000 of legal-tender paper, 
and they did not have over five hun 
dred and “(fifty millions of property 
in the entire thirteen colonies. [Ap- 
blause.] To put us on the same perilous edge 
we would have to put out 86.000, 000, 000 of legal- 
tender paper before we got to the point they 
reached. Suppose the Continental currency 
had only reached the aggregate of $30,000,000, 
is there a man here who believes that with the 
victory and peace of 1783 there would have 
been a solitary dollar left? There would not 
have been a dollar of it left behind. So that 
while | agree, and I am sure that the great

That reminds me that when we 
had reached the point in 1864 of $400,000,000 
legal-tenders in circulation and $50,000,000 of 
reserve, aud the danger of rapid depreciation 
was such that we were on the road toward the 
Continental result of the Revolution, the Con- 
gress of the United States, speaking for you 
and in your name, speaking to fts creditors of 
both Continents 4 all nations, said, aud put 
on your statute book, that the amount of legal- 
tender notes issued and to be issued should 
never exceed $40,000,000; and 1 charge the 
Greenback agitator vot only with standing on 
an absurd and visionary theory, not only with 
flying in the face of the experience of al!

A BRILLIANT OCCASION. 


Lord Beaconsfield’s Statement in the House 
of Peers. 
Landen Daity Wees. 

Lord Beaconsfield last night delivered an ac- 
count of his stewardship at Berlin, in the bear- 
ing of one of the most splendid, and certainly 
one of the most crowded, assemblies that ever 
gathered within the walls of the House of Peers. 
The Lords are understood to commence public 
business at a quarter past 5, but long before 5 
o’clock the various doors leading into the 
House were chronged by persons who had ob- 
tained the privilege to enter. By 5 o’clock the 
only emoty space in the djmly-lit chamber was 
to be feund on the Peers’ benches. A great 
crowd of ladies had come down to greet the 


Premier, and were thus early strung 
like a gariand of flowers along the gallery 
on either side. One, in a richly- 


plumed bonnet, enjoved the pre-eminence of a 
seat behind the gilded turrets of the canopy 
over the throne. The throne itself was con- 


spicuous, by reason of the dingv red cloth in 
which it was swathed. But though this chair 
was empty, a rumor filled, the lower and more 
Gistant end of the house with the assertion that 
the Queen was present. A lady dressed in 
mourning, and bearing the strongest possible 
resemblance to ber Majesty, was seated in the 
gallery immediately Over the throne, and many 
authorities, both among strangers and honor- 
able members of the House, united in the be- 
lief that it was the Queen, who had thus incog- 
nito visited the House with the object of wit- 
nessing the triumphant return of a favorite 
Minister. The rumor was incorrect, but the il- 
lusion was singularly complete, aod it added 
greatly to the satisfaction of the throng in the 
strangers’ galiery, who remained for several 
hours under the impression tnat they were 
seated vis-a-vis with their sovereign. 

Just before 5 o’clock the Princess of Wales en- 
tered from a door midway down the right gal- 
lery, and seated herself Mm a division of the gal- 
lery which had hitherto remained conspicuously 
empty. Her Royal Highness was accompanied 
by the Prinvess Louise, Marchioness of Lorne, 
and the Grand Duke and Duchess of Hesse, and 
the Duke and Duchess of Teck. The Duke of 
Cambridge was already seated on the Cross- 
bench below the table, and was presently joined 
by the Duke of Connaught. At 5 o’clock the 
Lord Chancellor took his scat on the woolsack. 
By this time the bouse itself was crowded, par- 
ticularly on the Ministerial benches, which were 
more closely packed than on any previous night 
during the session. On the Ministerial bench 
sat Lord Cranvrook.tbe Duke of Richmond, and 
one or two other Ministers. Lord Derby was 


seated on the front bench below the 
gangway, and immediately behind him sat 
Lord Carnarvon. As soon as the Lord

As he 
had studiously and with insistance magnified 
the gains of Turkey in Europe, so he now 
minimized the accessions made to Russia in 
Asia. Kars he dismissed witu the remark that 
it had been thrice taken, and that in the event 
of any fresh misunderstan ug between Russia 
and Turkey it would be taken again.” As to 
Batoum, the Premier laugned it to scorn. 
There was, he said, in the world and in society, 


a general notion that Batoum was a sort of 
Portsmouth. “The fact .“ Lord Beacons- 


field affirmed in the only passage of his specch 
where he appealed for laughter, that the 
Port of Batuum would hold rapt three ships. 
If they were packed as closely a#\yessels in the 
London docks, it might hold six; Dut witn the 
wind in a certain direction the peril of these 
ships would excessive.”” These, he added, 
amid cheers from the Ministerialists, were not 
conquests we shonid grudge to Russia. The 
noble Lord next touched on what he called 
„ the Convention of Constantinopile,”’ and ex- 


created any feeling of alarm on the part of 
France,—a Power for which, on behalt of En- 

gland, he professed the profoundest sympathy 
and regard. The opinion of her Majesty's Min 

ters was, that the course they had taken 
would arrest the destruction of Asia Minor. 
Failing the Convention of Constantinople Tur- 
key in Asia must yield to anarchy or to Russia. 
In yielding to Russia in Armenia, England had 
said to her: Thus far, aud no farther.“ Asia 
is large enough for both of us. But the room 
we require we must secure, and the Govern- 
ment, not shrinking from responsibilities (“a 
Minister who shrinks from responsibility is not 
a prudent Minister’’ he had said in an earlier 
part of his speech), had signed the Convention of 
Constantinople, and were prepared to carry out 
its stipulations. , 

Ata quarter to 7 Lord Beaconsfield, having 
spoken for the unusually iong period ot au hour 
and thirty-five minutes, resumed his seat amid 
loud and prolonged cheering from the Minis- 
teriahsts. Ear! Granville, woo followed, paid a 
graceful compliment to the Premier's self-de- 
nialin undertaking the journey to Berlin, and 
congratulated him upon the evidence of sus- 
tained health furnished by the long speech 
which the House had just listened to. Earl 
Grauville, without undertaking to go into the 
speech too deeply, criticised several of its points, 
and was followed by Lord Derby and Lord 
Salisbury, who spoke in the presence of a House 
which, by comparison with the brilliant throng 
that had assembled three hours earlier, seemed 
einpty and wearv. But vot the least exciting 
episode of the night was supplied when Lord 
Derby related how it had been intended to seize 
Cyprus with or without the Turks’ permission, 
and when Lord Salisbury, without paraphrase, 
tola the House that Lord Derby had not been 
speaking the truth.

TENNESSEE “ WILD-CAT.” 


A Small Illiiut Distilery—Lincoln County 
What a Kevenne-Officer Says. 
Special Correspondence of The Tribune, 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., July 29.—United States 
Special Deputy Marshal James M. Davis bas 
just forwarded to United States Collector W. 
M. Woodcock the worm of the smallest illicit 
distillery probably ever discovered. It was sent 
by mailina big Government envelope, from 
Lincoln County, where it was captured a few 
days ago. It is made of tin, patched in 
four pieces with old rags to prevent 
leakage. The diameter of the circle is only 
about ten inches. This was attached to a di- 
minutive copper, and through its use two gal- 
lons of ‘“*Mountain-dew”’ were produced in 
every twenty-four hours. As usual, it was in 
an out-of-the-way place, and believed to be 
out of the reach of the cultivated scent 
of the average revenue-raider. The 
owner of it was, therefore, knocked consider- 
ably out of joint when Davis thrust forward his 
long arms and seizedit. The sad-eyed distiller 
looked on, with his arms folded across his 
breast, and the only word that escaped his lips 
was, H—1l!” 

A revenue-officer has written a commupica- 
tion for publication, in which he says of Lincoln 
County, renowned for its meliow sour-mash 
whisky, which is to Tennessee as Bourbon is to 
Kentucky: 

Five years ago there was a section of Lincoln 
County overrun with illicit distilleries. General 
lawiessness prevailed, weeds grew in the fields, 
fences were rotiing down, houses were going to 
wrack, and general demoralization seemed to pre- 


vail. Soon the revenue-oflicers came along 
and broke up all the illicit dis- 
tilleries. Now one of the finest 


institutions of iearning in Lincoln County has just 
been completed in that region. When people 
learn to violate one law, they soon learn to disre- 
gard all laws, ae their convenience may suggest. 
The Internal-Revenue officers chased one cfflender 
against the State laws. lie had been the principal 
actor in several homicides, add large rewaids had 
been offered for bis apprehension. But he re- 
mained at home, openly and unconcealed, for 
years, and bade defiance to State and National 
authorities. He began hos course of public crime 
by operating an illicit distillery. Whena strong 
force went to his house to Arrest him and seize his 
distillery, he fled, and has not since been heard 
from. 
He says further: 


It is a notorions fact that people living in the 
mountain counties, where ijiicit distilling prevails, 
are afraid to report violations of luternal- Revenue 
laws, —much less to become active in their sup- 
pression. They are afraid their barns and houses 
will be burned, or their lives taken, as has been 
done in more than one instance already, as a pen- 
ality for aiding in the enforcement of the laws; and 
yet people forget.this when they are telling, writ- 
ing, or listening to stories of alleged violence on 
the part of revenue-officers. Kevenune-officers are 
exoected to go forth into these hostile regions 
armed with nothing but legal processes, and. if a 
bushwhacker fires at them from the bushes, they 
are expected to turn around aud let them fire at 
the other side, and then go on their way rejoicing 
that they were not killed. In the last raid in June. 
the revenue-officers were fired upon from ambush, 
and Officers Smith aud Phillips narrowly escaped 
being wounded or killed. 

Were an illicit distilier to comply with the law, 
he could obtain, at Nashville wholesale prices. from 
$1. 50 to $2 per gallon in cash, whereas the illicit 
distiller loads hies wiid-cat into his wagon, and 
starts out into the highways and byways peddling, 
getting from 75 cents to $1 per gallon, —most of it 
on credit, and giving every saspicious-looking 
character as much as Me can drink, to avoid being 
reported. There is As much foud in the still-slo, 
as there was in the grain before the spirit was ex- 
tracted Most of the illicit distiliers lose this; for, 
if they should conte this stock on their premises, 
the Whole woald be liable to seizure and confisca- 
tive.

Dennis Kearney in Boston. 
Correspondence New York Graphic, 

Boston, July 31.—Dennis Kearney, the Cali- 
fornia agitator, has now been in Boston three 
davs, aud Dennis has already come to the con- 
clusion that his mission to this section of the 
moral vineyard wiil be a failure. Mr. Kearney 
has discovered that Boston is not San Francisco. 
There are no Chinese here to go,“ but tuere 
are plenty of bondbolders who do not intend 
to “go.” Indeed, the class of people in whom

DARIEN CANAL. 


Work Completed by Commander Wyse, of 
the French Navy—The Acanti-Tupisa 
Route—Description of the Lines Surveyed 


by the Expedition. 
New York Herald. 


The project of constructing a canal that shall 
connect the Atlantie and Pacific Oceans is one 
in which the maritime world is much interested, 
and which has attracted the attention of scien- 
tists for the past twenty or thirty vears. There 
has been quite a number of explorations made 
in behalf of different Governments and private 
individuals, with the view of determining the 
best route for a canal; and, up to the present, 
although no definite selection has been made, 
there are cight or ten lines thoroughly sur- 
veyed. Lieut.-Commander Lucien N. B. Wyse, 
of the French Navy, has just returned from the 
United States of Colombia, where he has, been 
engaged for the past echt months making ex- 
plorations for the proposed canal. 

Lieut. Wyse arrived in this city a few days 
ago, and left yesterday morning for France, ou 
the Labrador. During bis stay in New York he 
resided at the Windsor Hotel, and before leay- 
ing he held a short interview with a Hera’d rep- 
resentative, giving a brief summary of the work 
that had been accomplished on his last expedi- 
tion. 

Herald Representative“ What are the results 
to be derived from your expedition :“ 

Lieut. Wyse—‘ That I cannot tell you, as it 
will be the work of au luternational Committee 
to decide wich is the most practicable route for 
a canal, and at present there are four or five 
that have each something to make them worthy 
of notice. 

Hera d—“ Which route do you believe the 


most available!“ 


Lieut. Wyse—“ Jam rather in favor of what 
is known as the Acanti and Tupisa line. Of 
course, like all others, there are many obstacles 
to overcome, but I fancy it will average better 
than any other line. One portion of the route 
will have to be tunneled for about seven miles.“ 

Heraid—“ Through what locality does it 
passt 

Lieut. Wyse“ It starts on the Atlantic side 
at Acanti, some distance south of Cape Tiburo- 
no. There is material at Acanti tor making 
quite a good port. Shortly after leaving that 
point a mountain-range has to de passed, 
through which a tunnel will have to be driven. 
Alter leaving that point the work will not be 
so difficult in an engineering point of view, and 
will pass through the Valley of the Tupisa, 
coming out by the Tuvra Maritine, that flows 
into the Gulf of San Miguel.“ 

llera d- When did you commence work on 
the survey of that line!“ 

Lieut. Wyse I commenced the surVey on 
my first expedition in the winter of 187677, 
and completed it this year.“ 

Hera’ d— Have you laid out any other line 
this year!“ 

Lieut. Wyse—‘* We have done a great deal of 
other work, which, of course, in some instances 
did not amount to much. It was necessary to 
run a great number of lives in order to select 
the easiest route, more especially in the lower 
route, commencing inthe Gulf of Uraba. We 
surveved two methoda of entering the Atrato 
Fleuve,—one, as you will perceive on the map, 
called Cano on Brar de Uraba, and the other 
Brar de Barbacoas, Ot the two the former ap- 
pears to be the more practicable. Leaving the 
Atrato at Lomo Vieja, the line we selected fol- 
lows the Cucarica River for some distance, run- 
ning vearly due north for about twenty miles. 
The line then makes a sharp curve, and runs 
about west southwest for fifteen miles. follow- 
ing the course of the River Cue. Another turn 
is then made beading vorthwest for about fifty 
miles, until it reaches the same outiet as that 
of the northern route, of which I have already 
spoken. 

lerud—“ Which of the two routes is the 
longer?“ 

Lieut. Wyse“ The lower is almost double the 
length of the upper line, but, with the execu- 
tion of the tunnei already alluded to, does not 
present as many engineering difficulties. The 
upper route will be about forty miles in lengih. 
The great difficulty to overcome in the lower 
route is found in the many mountain-ridges 
that have to be passed, while in the upper route 
the only ridge of anv consequence is the moun- 
tain-spur sloping down from the Pic de Gandi, 
which, of course, will have to be tunneled.”’ 

Hera’'d—** How much time have you devoted 
to the survey of these lines?“ 

Lieut. Wyse—“ I started on my first expedi- 
tion in the fall of 1876, and, after six months’ 
work, | returned to France in the summer of 
1877 for about four months’ rest. I started 
again last September, and have just finished 
eight months’ further exploration.” 

Hera'd—**tiaye you formed apy estimate of 
the cost of the canal?” 

Lieut. Wvse—* The cost will, of course, great- 
ly depend upoa the route selected and the en- 
gineering difliculties to be overcome. The 
northern route, of the two that | have just com- 
pleted, will cost someshere in the neighbor- 
heod of $115,000,000. Of course that is only a 
rough estimate, but I think if anvching it is 
above the figure. I have not as vet made any 
calculations on the lower route, but will furnish 
figures on each of the routes when | make out 
my report of the entire work.”’ 

Hera'd—*“ Did your party experience many 
hardships during the expedition?” 

Lieut. Wyse—‘t We were very fortunate this 
year in regard to the bealth of our party, as, 
with the exception of a slight attack of fever 
experienced by Mr..Ponydessour, there was 
nothing to annoy us. On our previous expedi- 
tion we were not Bo fortunate, as we lost three 
of our engineers. I do not think the climate is 
very inhealthy; of course there is a certain 
amount of fever in these latitudes, but a person 
soon becomes acclimated. The country is 
rather difficult to travel through, but there 
were no Obstacles enevuntered of any great im- 
portance. The natives were tolerably triendly 
whenever we came across them, and, with the 
exception of the reptiiecs that abound in that 
locality, we found no wild animals that gave us 
anv serious trouble. We had to rough it, of 
course, like all other exploring parties; but a 
life like that has rather a good effect occasion- 
ally, and makes ont enjoy the return to civil- 
ization all the more.“ 

Herald — What do you expect to do on your 
ret urn to France!“ 

Lieut. W yse—** I shall first get out my report, 
which will show the work that we have done, 
and also the work done by American officers and 
other parties. It is then proposed to hold an 
International Commission, whose business shall 
be to carefully examine the different lines that 
have been surveyed, and from them select the 
one that, in their opinion, will prove the easiest 
to construct. There are about four or five lines 
really worthy of careful consideration. This 
Commission should be composed of representa- 
tives from all the different Powers, and the 
work taken up without any reference to politics. 
It is, in fact, a great undertaking that will gen- 
erally benetit the commerce of the world. M. 
de Lesseps, the gentleman who constructed the 
Suez Canal, will probably be one of the mem- 
bers of the Commission, and possibly its Presi- 
dent. His name will be a guarantee of the in- 
tegrity of the work. The United States will, of 
course, be represented in toe Commission.

THEOPHILUS YOUNGS. 


Heir to a Large Estate Wanted. 
Svecial Correspondence of The Tribune. 

Des Moings, Ia., July 31.—A very singular 
case has been recently developed in Boston. 
Nine years ago, Henry Youngs, a very wealthy 
man, died at Goshen, N. Y., leaving heirs. 
Prior to his decease he executed a will, in which 
he bequeathed the bulk of his fortune to two 
nephews, Henry and Theophilus. The will 
was duly presented in the Surrogate Court for 
confirmation, when it was contested by a por- 
tion of the heirs; but they failed to accomplish 
their purpose, and the will was coyfirmed, and 
ordered to be executed according to its terms. 

Theophilus Youngs, one of the beneficiaries, 
prior to the death of his uncle enlisted in a New 
York regiment under the call for three-years 
men. After the close of the War he again 
made his appearance at his home. Being of a 


, romantic, restless disposition, he did not stop 


long anywhere. To obtain means to travel, he 
borrowed of his brother Henry $2,200, and, as 
collateral security for the loan, made an assign- 
ment of his right, title, and interest in his 
uncle’s estate. He wandered about the country, 
and tivally turned up in Boston, where for a 


time he worked in the New England 
Organ Factory. In the meantime he 
h married. The union did not prove 
very harmonious. and on the 138th of 


May, 1875, he left his wife. Soon after, his 
wife went to New York. On the l4th of May he 
borrowed some carpenter-tools froin an ac- 
quaintance, for the purpose of doing some re- 
pairs for Joun Murray’s circus, theu in Boston, 
and which left the city on that day. Shortly 
after Mrs. Young arrived in New York, she was

An important dis- 
tinguishing mark ot identification of the bouy 
found in the barbor, which belonged to the real 
Theophilus, was overlooked,—a silver plate on 
the skull, where he had been trépanned. Upon 
searching for the man buried by the Coroner, 
he could not be found; which became at once 
a suspicious circumstance, aod the award of the 
bequest was held in abevance until further de- 
velopments, there being a prevailing sentiment 
that Theophilus is yet aliye, and probably with 
some circus company. |

It is supposed the impression of the writer 
was, that Howe’s London Show was here that 
day, but it did bot come until Saturday last. 
when your correspondent intervicwed the 
manager and employes in regard to the missing 
man. Assistant Manager Hedges and other 
man, a cauvasman stated they knew Youngs. 
Mr. Hedges had his name in his books, giving 
the date aud where he joined the company, and 
where he left. He recoguized at once the fact 
of the silver plate on his skull, which Theophilus 


said was the result of a kick from a 
horse. He joined the company early 
im 1871, before the season begup, 


and worked as general utility man, for his 
board, until the tenting season began, when he 
received a salary. He remained with the com- 
pany until August, 1877, when he left it at Ab- 
lauta, Ga, having gotten into some difficulty 
with a spectator, in which he punched him with 
a banner-pole, aud tor which he was discharged. 
The canvasman says he afterwards learned that 
Youngs opeved a saloon at Atlanta, and proba- 
bly be was there yet. He said he was called 
George by the employes, which is accounted 
for by the aliases implied in the telegram 
above. 

if the statements of Mr. Hedges be true.— 
and they duubtless are,—the fact that Youngs 
is not dead is well established,—at least ata 
time subsequent to the date of the finding the 
floater in Boston Harbor. He is probably ng 


alive, and can be found. HaAWKEYE.

THE ECLIPSE. 


Mr. Lockyer’s Views." 

Mr. J. Norman Lockyer has sent the follow- 
ing dispatch, summing up the result of the va- 
rious observations of the solar eclipse, to the 
Londou Daily News: 

RaWw.Lins, July 20.— The eclipse has been mast 
satisfactonly observed at all the Northern sta- 
tious, and at all the Sonthern ones from whith 
news has been received up tothe present time. 
The corona was markedly different from thase 
observed in 1869, 1870, and 1871, and this year’s 
observations have demonstrated the great varta- 
tion in the structure and condition of the sun’s 
outer atmosphere, when there are most 
and fewest spots on his disc. The coruha 
was small, oi pearly lustre, and the indida- 
tions of definite structure were limited to 
two portions. several jong rays were seen, and 
Newcomb, who had created a screen on a high 
pole, thinks he detected the zodiacal light ex- 
tending six degrees from the sun. Draper, who 
used a Rutoerford grating two inches squate, 
and a camera of large aperture, and Lockyer, 
who placed asmall gratingin front of an ordi- 
vary portrait “amera, both obtained photographs 
of the spectrum of the corona. A continuous 
spectrum only was recorded, and in ordinary 
spectroscopes the bright lines usually seen were. 
altogether absent. Lockyer, who observed 
with a simple grating, saw no rings. All these 
are so many indications of a wonderful chanye 
since 1871. and there is great probability that 
the substance which gives rise to the continuous 
spectrum is not that which produces any of the 
lines. Neweomb's party and Barker made care- 
ful search for dark lines in the corona, but none 
were observed. Young bas telegraphed that 
there were no lines observed in the ultra violet 
at Denver. It would appear, therefore, that he 
has also obtained photographie evidence of a 
continuous spectrum. The radial polarization 
observed in 1871 has been confirmed by Holden. 
A new use of the eciipse has been introduced pn 
this occasion. Newcomb, Watson. Holcomb, 
and others have included a searcn for intra-mer- 
curial planets in their programme, and Watson 
has been fortunate enough to detect a body of 
four and a half magnitude near the sun, which 
is certainly neither a known star nor a planet. 

Every facillty has been afforded to the as- 
tronomers, aud a fourth station along the north- 
eru line crossing the belt of totality was at the 
last moment organized by the Union Pacific, a 
traveling photographic car being run to a point 
between the eclipse camps at Separation and 
Creston. The tasimeter, the new instrument 
on which Edison has been working unsuccess- 
fully here, has proved its delicacy. During the 
eclipse be attached it to Thomson’s galvanome- 
ter, which was set to zero. When the telescope 
carrving the tasimeter was pointed several de- 
grees from the sun, the point of light rapidly 
left the scale as the corona was brought upon 
the fine silt by which the tesimeter itself was 
protectea. There was no chromosphere to 
speak of, and only one prommence, like the 
boro obscured in 1868, but very dim.

Pardoned—Nelse Parker Again Relating 
Tales.

Steps are to be taken to have William Wes- 
tervelt pardoned. He was convicted and sen- 
tenced a few years ago on the charge of being 
concerned in the abduction of WVharlie Rossa. 
and is now serving out a seven-years’ term 
in the Eastern Penitentiary. He stil! adheres 
to the statement that he knows nothing of the 
missing. boy, and that be told all tag de 
knew befere his arrest. Westervelt was the 
brother-in-law of Mosher, one of the men 
who did the kidnapping, and while the police 
were searching for the abductors he was 
stending days in their company. It is de- 
ilevea that Westervelt communicated to them 
the movements of the officers while he was in 
the service of the New York police, assisting 
in Age | up the case. He has alwars re- 
garded his incarceration as exceedingly un- 
just, and so expressed himself several times. 
He says he has no friends in this city to urge 
his case béfore the Board of Pardons, and he is 
0 poor thai he will be obliged to send to New 
York to his family for money to pay for adver- 
tising the notice of bis intended application for 
pardon. A ummber of influential centlemen 
will probably take his case in hand, and at some 
of the Pardon Board’s meetings ip the coming 
fall, it is expected, the clemency so much 
desired will be asked for. 

Westervelt is rather bitter in his expressions 
concerning Mr. Koss, the father of the lest boy, 
and the manner in which he has acted toward 
him. It is known that Mr. Ross has visited the 
Penitentiary several times, for the purpose of 
consulting with Nelse Parker, the colored man 
who made himself notorious in connection with 
the case a short time ago. At none of these 
visits has he called upon Westervelt, who uses 
the argument that he does not believe Mr. Ross 
thinks he knows anything about his boy. 

“If he thought | did,“ be argues, would he 
not come to me daily, and implore and beg me 
to tell where the child is. Why, he would get 
down on his knees to me, and use all the means 
in his power to cause me todivulge. Instead of 
that, he never comes near me.“ 

A short time ago, Gov. Hantranft called at 
the Penitentiary with a gentleman who has taken 
great interest in the case, and had an interview 
with the colored man Parker. This feliow still 
adheres to some of his wonderful tales, and 
there are various opinions concerning whether 
he is telling the truth, or whether be is not 
using the knowledge he possesses for the pur- 
pose of securing tts release. The Governor did 
not express his opinion of the information Parker 
im parted.

SPECIE-PAYMENTS AT HAND. 
Secretary Suznman’s present visit to New 
York City has for one of its objects the 
adoption of a general plan to put gold and 
silver in circulation. Under the law as it 
stands, the Secretary cannot receive green- 
backs in éxchange for bonds, the law de- 
manding coin,—the bill authorizing the 
exchange of 4 per cent bonds for coin or 
paper which passed the Senate last March 
having laid over unacted on in the Demo- 
cratic House until the close of the session. 
Up to the Ist of August no less than $118,- 
000,000 of the new 4 per cent bonds had 


| been issued, and during the months of April, 


May, June, and July $39,000,000 was taken, 
making $43,000,000 of those bonds taken 
on private account. In July the sub- 
scription: amounted to $19,000,000, and 
on the 2d of August $7,000,000, 
and on the 3d $3,000,000 were taken, mik- 
ing nearly $12,000,000 for the first three 
days of August. All these subscriptions 
have to be made in gold, creating a special 
demand for coin, which keeps it at an aver- 
age premium of one-half of 1 per cent. The 
result is the creation of a special market for 
coin, every man having the money to buy 
bonds having to exchange his paper at half 
acent discount for coin. So long as there 
is a demand of from one to five millions of 
coin a day for a purpose that cannot be 
accomplished with paper, so long will the 
coin be held for sale, and not permitted to 
pass into general use. The effect of this is 
to pile upin the Treasury a mass of coin, 
which is daily increasing and strengthening 
the premium on coin. 

The Secretary now visits New York to 


urge upon the bankers the policy of putting 


the coin into circulation by freely paying 
it out whenever wanted; in every case 
where a man wants coin to purchase bonds, 
let the banks give him the coin at par for 
his greenbacks, and thus sponge out the half 
per cent premium now collected on all such 
operations. When the gold and silver coin 
can be had for greenbacks at par, then the 
gold and silver coin, being no longer at a 
premium, will pass into general circulation. 
The accumulation of coin in the Treasury, 
without the ability to pay it out, is a prac- 
tical contraction of the currency, and, if the 
4 per cent bonds continue to be taken at the 
rate of from $20,000,000 to $40,000,000 a 
month, the accumulation will not only be 
large, but rapid. Unless the greenback be 
put at par, the whole metallic money of 
the country will be absorbed in the 
purchase of 4 per cent bonds, and all become 
lodged in the Treasury. As the money re- 
ceived from the sale of 4 per cents accumu- 
lates in the Treasury, notice is given to the 
holders of the 6 per cent bonds that at the 
end of ninety days such bonds will be re- 
deemed; but the coin has to remain in the 
Treasury during these ninety days. If the 
greegpacks were at par, and were paid out 
and receivable at the banks and by the [reas- 
ury in exchange for coin, the accumulation 
of coin in the Treasury would cease, because 
as it is paid in it would then be paid out 
again, and a greenback would be exchangea- 
ble for com anywhere and every- 
where in 
proposes, if the banks will co-operate, 
to pay out gold in the ourrent expend- 
itures of the Government, and in pay- 
in payment of 
6 per cent bonds; then gold will be 80 
far in excess of the demand for it that it 
will be impossible to sell it at a premium. 
Being then, like silver, less convenient for 
large transactions than the paper, it will find 
its way first into general circulation, and 
then be deposited with the banks, and be 
obtainable, whenever wanted, as freely as 
paper. 

The one-half per cent difference between 
coin and paper is all that stands in the way 


and if this can be overcome in the way 
indicated, then the resumption on the Ist 
of January next will be discounted of all its 
perils and horrors, and the country at that 
time will be in the enjoyment of some eight 
hundred and more millions of dollars of 
currency,—gold, silver, and paper,—every 
dollar having an equal value and purchasing 
power, and equally legal value for all pur- 
poses,—a larger amount of currency of coin 
value by one-half than was ever held in this 
country at one time in its history.

We now learn that he helped to kill off 
Gen. Sumos and put in his Rebel cousin 
as Doorkeeper of the House, bevause he 
thought Gen. Sms would be insulted by 
such an appointment? Does Carrer Harri- 
son actually suppose that he can bamboozle 
his constituents with such transparent hum- 
bug as this? They know as well as he that 
the Doorkeeper of the House is in reality 
the assistant Sergeant-at-Arms; that he 
has the protection of the House in his keep- 
ing; that the office is an honable and lucra- 
tive one, andthatit carries with it great 
influence and patronage. Why did he not 
give his constituents the real reason, and tell 
them that if@the stanch old soldier 
had been elected he would have chosen 
wounded Union soldiers for his assistants, 
and that he (Harrison) helped to kill him off 
because the Confederates were alarmed ? Gen. 
Sms would have been glad to have had the 
place, and would have filled it with honor 
and dignity. Carrer Hannmox, having one 
of the largest Irish constituencies in the 
United States, will have to hold a great many 
more meetings before he will convince the 
Irish that it would have insulted Gen. 
Suretps to have made him Assistant Ser- 
geant-at-Arms. 

We need not follow this remarkable 
mountebank any farther in his ridiculous 
capers. We have no faith that anything we 
might say will have anyinfluence upon a 
man so puffed and swollen with egotism he 
cannot see that he is making himself ridicu- 
lous, or that the people of his district are 
graveled with shame at his periodical ex- 
hibitions of buffoonery. As they have the 
means in their hands, they will put a stop 
to it at the first opportunity. 


THE WORKMEN'S TESTIMONY. 

At the New York investigation into the 
causes of labor troubles, Mr. W. A. Carsey, 
a bricklayer, appeared on Saturday. He 
explained what, in his opinion, were the 
evils, and what the remedies should be. 

1. The public-school system was bad because 
the schools did not teach mechanical trades 
and arts. This gentleman did not explain 
why it was that the Trades-Unions refuse to 
allow boys to learn trades. The right to 
learn a mechanical trade no longer exists; 
the number of persons permitted to learn a 
trade is limited, and in some trades confined 
to the children of workmen. Tens of thou- 
sands of boys would annually become ap- 
prentices to mechanical trades if the Trades- 
Unions would permit them. Trades-Unions 
in this country are mainly recruited from 
immigrants, while boys born in the country 
are rigidly excluded. 

2. He demanded the abrogation of the 
contract system and the employment. of 
labor direct by the Government. We have 
had a striking illustration of this kind of 
business in the Chicago Custom-House build- 
ing, which was paid for by days’ work,— 
at eight hours a day. Though the building 
is not yet complete, there have been one 
million of dollars paid out for days’ work not 
performed, and for bad work and dishonest 
work,—the stealing being done by all the 
persons employed, with few exceptions. 
There was throughout hardly one day’s 
faithful work performed. 

8. He complained that the contract sys- 
tem permitted the employment of Chinese 
and other swarms of foreigners to drive out 
native American laborers. Mr. Carsry will 
find that the great majority of the men who 
demand the expulsion of the Chinese, and 
all the Communists, from Dennis Kearney 
down, are men of foreign birth, and if he 
draws a line between those of native and 
foreign birth, and insists on the exclusion of 
the latter, he will find the ranks of labor in 
this country largely thinned out. Does he 
want to drive every man of European birth 
who asks for work out of the country ? 

4. He wants a large system of interud 
improvements, and the issue of paper 
money to pay for them. If the paper 
money is to be redeemed, thea his scheme is 
to tax two-thirds or more of the pcople to 
give wages to the others; if the money is 
not to be redeemed, then to hire men and 
pay them with worthless money is a fraud 
anda delusion. : 

A man named Mappox, speaking in the 
cause of ‘‘humanity,” wants “ fourteen 
thousand millions of dollars” of notes to be 
expended in docks and other works in New, 
York, and proportionate sums in other parts 
of the country. 

The testimony of all these men, who rep- 
resent various branches of industry, is so 


wild and inconsistent that it raises the pre- 


sumption that there is but a limited know 
edge among them, wth as to the reasons 
why labor is | 
edies needed. They all have an idea that the 
issue of fiat money in unlimited sums would 
help them, but how, they do not know. 
They do not seem to ever ask themselves 
where the Government.in time of peace can 


take their labor, and pay them in paper 
worth only so much on the nominal dollar 
as any person may choose to give for it. To 
„pay labor in money which will buy noth- 
ing is a fraud so glaring and a deception so 
transparent that the wonder is that these 
men refuse to see it. 

In striking contrast with all the other 
workmen who have testified, was one, who 
is thus reported : 


James O’DonNELL, who announced that he rep- 
resented only his sovereign self, said the non- 
sense of previous speakers the past two days had 
pained him. He wanted neither greenbacks, nor 
Communism, nor an Kight-Hour law, but he did 
want some satisfactory manner of arbitration be- 
tween master and man, a restriction of the rights 
of patentees, and the right to work wherever and 
whenever he could get it, and for as many hours as 
he chose. 


He probably is a man whom the average 
Communist would like to kill. 


CIRCULATION OF THE SILVER DOLLAR 


The paternal dollar obdstinately refuses to leave 
the Treasury vaults. Every possible effort is made 
to force this Coin out into the hands of a business 
community supposed to be clamorous for it. But 
all in vain; it lingers undisturbed. Usnally, the 
inward flow of silver dollars is about equal to the 
outilow. But. after three weeks of pushing and 
coaxing, the Treasury Department has actually 
succeeded in getting rid of $33,000 in silver dol- 
lars in excess of receipte. This ought to be con- 
sidered a great victory for the advocates of the 
— dollar“ as a stable currency.—New York 
Times. 


This is a sample of the sneering com- 
ments which are made by the organs of the 
gold-clique relative to the status of the 
standard silver dollar. The Vation, as a 
matter of course, follows in the same line, 
and says that the Treasury Department has 
been unsuccessful in trying to get the silver 
dollar into circulation (implying falsely a 
special effort in that direction), and adds 
that there is little or no demand, except 
at ports of entry.” But may not precisely 
the same comment be made upon the gold 
coin? Might we not say that, after all the 
‘*pushing and coaxing,” there is no gold in 
active circulation ? N 

Might we not with equal truth point to 
the fact that the gold dollar obstinately 
refuses to leave the Treasury vaults”? The 
last Treasury statement shows that some- 
thing over $200,000,000 of gold are piled up 
in the Government vaults,—a larger amount 
than ison deposit in any one place in the 
world, except, perhaps, in the Bank of 
France. Is that areason for sneering at 
gold coin as money? 

Yet it is precisely for the same reason that 
both gold and silver seek the Treasury vaults 
and stay there. It is because the silver dol- 
lar is worth just as much as the gold dollar, 
and because each is worth more than the 
legal-tender paper dollar, that neither can be 
coaxed into circulation. But it is this very 
condition which the anti-silver newspapers 
always predicted never could be brought 
about. The effort to remonetize the silver 
dollar was denounced as a wicked conspiracy 
to enable debtors to swindle their creditors 
by paying 90 cents on the dollar. The 
Nation in every number quotes conspicu- 
ously the bullion value of the silver dollar, 
and in the last number tells us ostentatiously 
that one of these dollars” is only worth 
50.8955. Are we to infer from this that the 
American people ate such jackasses as to re- 
fuse to use 899 cents fora dollar to pay 
debts when they may lawfully do so? 

The silver dollar is a full legal-tender, like 
gold and the Goyernment notes. Would 
shrewd people allow nearly the whole mass 
of silver dollars to he idly in the Govern- 
ment vaults if they had only a value of 89} 
cents apiece? Would they not seek to pos- 
sess themselves of these cheap dollars and use 
them in the discharge of their debts. It is at 
once absurd and malicious to continue to de- 
nounce the silver dollar as a debased coin 
because it will not circulate. If it were a 
debased coin it would circulate, because the 
baser currency always expels the better. 
That it does not circulate is the best proof 
of its superiority over the common cir- 
culating medium,-—-the paper dollar. That 
the silver dollar must be on a complete 
par with the gold dollar is evident from 
the fact that it is so superior to the paper 
doliar it will not circulate, and the other fact 
that the paper dollar is within one-half of 
one cent of par value with the gold dollar. 
If the anti-silver newspapers had been honest 
in their opposition to the remonetization of 
the silver dollar, opposing it because they 
believed it would not have an equal value 
with the gold dollar, they would now be 
willing to acknowledge their error of judg- 
ment, and cease their attacks on those who 
favored remonetization. 

But it is their spleen at failing to retain a 
single gold standard, whereby to grind the 
debtor and give the creditor a higher value 
than he was entitled to, that now prompts 
their continued misrepresentation. The 
reason why the standard silver dollar docs 
not circulate is because it, like the gold 
dollar, has a higher value than the paper 
dollar; when the paper dollar shall be re- 
deemed on demand in the gold or silver 
standard dollar, then gold, and silver, and 
paper will all circulate together. 


A COWARDLY ASSAULT. 
The last number of the New York Vation 


draws the following sharp, but faithful, pen- 
picture of the demagogue Kearney : 


The reception of KEaRNey, the California agi- 
tator, in Boston by a crowd of workingmen, tne 
careful reports of his speeches by the press, and 
the editorial comments on him by all the leading 
pees, form altogether a spectacie that must de- 
ight Tuomas CaRLYLE, if he still pays attention 
to contemporary politics, for KkaRNey is probably 
the lowest type of demagogue that has yet ap- 
peared in history. All his predecessors of which 
there is any record have laid ciaim to some of the 
qualities which, are suppesed to distinguish 
the civilized man from the savage, dut 
KEARNEY makes no pretense to anything which 
the reading, thinking,and remembering part of the 
human race has hitherto considered respectable. 
He simply does what the naked Bashman docs. 
curses, calls names, and threatens death. Never- 
theless, he has in one of the foremost communi- 
tics of the modern world a considerable following, 
and is an object of interest, and even of deference, 
to most of our politicians. He is worth study be- 
cause he isa kind of animal for which neither 
American politics nor manners have made as yet 
the slightest preparation, and because he is the 
first to assert a claim which has been long in the 
air, viz. ; the claim nat simply of the poor man to 
rule the State, but of the brutal, ignorant, blas- 
pheming ruffian to have his way with the frugal, 
industrious, prudent, and religious; and assuredly 
we have not seen the last of his kind. 


Had the Nation stopped at this point, it 
would have commended itself to sensible 
and fair-minded readers; but, in the very 
next breath, we find the following wicked 
and malicious fling at ‘the colored men of 
this country :

find the power to seize their persons, and 
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bitter, malicious, and gratuitous assault? — 
If it be the correct policy to keep the 
black in astate of ignorance and debasement, 
and deprive him, after making him a citizen, 
of all the rights of a citizen, then the Nation's 
assumption is correct also; but we have not 
yet seen such a policy advocated, except by 
the worst, most inflammatory, and most 


treasonable Bourbon papers in the South. 


After making the negro a free man, it was an 
inevitable necessity that he should be armed 
with the ballot, to maintain his freedom and 
save himself from lapsing again into siavery. 
Even with the ballot, he has barely saved 
himself from such a fate in some sections of 
the South, where the malignant cunning of 
Bourbon law-makers has devised statutes 
which have approximated his condition as 
nearly as possible to one of servitude, with- 
out actual violation of the Constitution. But 
for the measure of protection which the bal- 
lot assured him, the descent would have been 
complete. 

How have the blacks misused their frée- 
dom or their right tothe ballot, that they 
should be exposed to such assaults as thase 
made by the Nation? In the North the 
negroes have always voted with the better 
class of citizens; and, so far as the ballot 
indicates it, they have used their influence 
in favor of order, honesty, and good govern- 
ment. To this extent, therefore, they have 
strengthened the better class, and helped to 
advance the interests of morality and politic- 
al purity. In many places,—for instance, 
in one or two wards in Chicago,—they have 
held a balance of power, and have defeated 
very bad men and elected g en. In the 
South the case is even stronger. There has 
never been an instance in all history where 
a race, held in human slavery for years, and 


unk in the lowest depths of debasement 


and ignorance, has been suddenly freed and 
enfranchised, ard used its new privilegés 
with such good sense and discrinii- 
nation as the Southern blacks,--and this, 
too, in the face of bulldozing, ostracism, and 
the revenges of brutal force. If the Nation 
would disfranchise the negro on account of 
illiteracy, what will it do with the white 
trash of the South, who are even more illit- 
erate than the negro, and are lower down in 
the actual scale of civilization? Is it pre- 
pared to disfranchise three-fourths of the 
whole Southern population, and leave the 
governing power in the hands of the remain- 
ing one-fourth ? 

The negro race, in its new condition of 
freedom, has produced no Kearngeys; but it 
has produced men who have held office with 
honor and honesty, Congressmen who have 
filled their seats with ability, and at least 
one Congressman whose ideas of propriety 
and personal conduct saved the record of the 
last Congress from confusion, and who did 
not forget to be a gentleman when some 
of his white peers were making brutes 
of themselves. The negro race does not 
produce the Communists. It did not sup- 
ply the roughs and thugs who last summer 
burned and destroyed property. It does not 
send agitators about the country, urging 
workingmen to ‘corral the employers, and 
then grind them, G—d d—n them.” It does 
not believe in leveling down, but up. Its 
natural inclination is to imitate the white 
race, and it selects the better class. It does 
not believe in killing priests, for it is stapng- 
ly religious as a class. Its ambition to be 
educated, and to hold an honorable place in 
society, is strong. Its sympathies are with 
the better class, and it votes and works with 
them, and thus far is better entitled to the 
ballot, and has made better use of it, than the 
mob of bummers, loafers, and demagogues 
whom Kearney represents. That the Va- 
tion should descend to such a venomous and 
unprovoked attack upon the blacks as a 
race, does not argge very well for the fair- 
ness and manliness of its conduct. In strik- 
ing at Kearney so sharply, it echoes the 
sentiments of all respectable and law-abiding 
people; but, when its very next blow is de- 
livered at a class which does not follow him, 
which has no sympathy with him, and which 
is ready to join hands with the better class 
in opposing him, its conduct is malicious ag 
well as cowardly,

Persons familiar with 
these streams need not be toid how 
utterly visionary and improvident such a scheme 
is as is here cont@nplated for the improve- 
ment of navigation on these rivers, and it 
beautifully illustrates the economy and wisdom 
of the last Congress as shown by the passage ot 
that River and Harbor act. That bill aiso ap- 
propriates $10,000 to complete the jetties ana 
wing-dams at the mouth of the Chippewa River, 
abd $10,000 for the improvement of the St. 
Croix River, by which it is claimed that naviga- 
tion from Stillwater to St. Croix Falls will be 
vastly benefited, and that catfish and bullheads 
of light draught will be able to make frequent 
excursion-trips to the latter point during the 
season of spring freshets. The other items of 
the bill relating to this district are $80,000 to 
improve the Harbor of Refuge (why not call it the 
Haven of Rest on the Beautiful Isle of Utopia’) 
on ee Superior; $3,000 to improve the inlet 
to Superior Harbor; $10,000 to improve the 
Menominee Harbor at Marinette; and $250,000 
to continue the Fox and Wisconsin River 
humbug project, much of which will be 
thrown away inside of Gov. Pounn’s district. 
Gov. Pounp is a popular and indnstrious 
Representative; but we must be ailowed to 
observe that he was a little too industrious, for 
the good of the Treasury Department,when the 
items in the Harbor and River Appropriation 
bill were agreed upon. 


A correspondent at Ottumwa, Ia., writes us 
requesting anfexplanation of the parties in Ger- 
many and France, their objects and strength, 
and what parties compose the Right, Left, and 
Centre in the latter country.

The Rigut is made 
up of Legitimists; the Right Centre, of Im- 
perialists and moderate Orleanists; the Ex- 
treme Right, of the extreme oid Bourbon Mon- 
archists; the Left, of the great body of Repub- 
licans; the Left Centre, of conservative Re- 
publicans, including some Orleanists; and the 
Extreme Left, of radical Republicans, including 
the Communists.

THE PHONOGRAPH AN ANCIENT 

IRISH INVENTION, 

New York, July 30.—760 the Editor of the Sun: 
The question was recently asked: Is Edison 
the inventor of the phonograph!’’ With all 
due credit to Mr. Edison, I desire to state that 
the phonograph, or a similar instrument, wae 
known to the pagan Irish Druids and the guatha- 
de-danans before the second arrival of S:. Pat- 
rick. He foundthem at Taraand at various other 
places on his mission. He couldn’t understand 
the mechanical construction of them, but, re- 
garding them as objects of pagan worship, de- 
stroyed them wherever found.

The guatha-de-danans and the Druids, who 
invented the talking and musical machines, and 
perfected and improyed the arts, sciences, and 
mechanisms, were the electricians, astronomers, 
inventors, musicians, historians, poets, priests, 
ete.. of ancient Ireland. When Europe was al- 
most entirely sunk in barbarism and intellect- 
ual darkvess, the Druidical institutions in Ire- 
land were the -only seats of learning where 
the sciences Were encouraged and brought into 
jull development.

These 
were composed in verses, aud treasured in the 
memory by a tedious course of study. Others 
maintain that books Were writien, but destroyed 
by St. Patrick, who dreaded, if the knowledge 
contained in those works was disseminated 
among the people, they would become as argu- 
meutative and as stubborn in their resistauce to 
Christianity as the learned Druids. At all 
events, evidences which ouce existed of the in- 
telilzence, power. and greatness of the pagan 
Irish are almost—in fact, entirely—obliterated 
and lost. 

lf Mr. Edison had been alive at the period 
mentioned, and an Irishman, he would now be 
recogpized as a Druid. Writers and compilers 
of Irish history and traditions would now speak 
of him as a wagician who practiced the demo- 
niaca! arts of magical incantation, and his use- 
ful and beneficial inventions would now be ex- 
tinct and forgotten, like those that once existed 
in Ireland.

THE EUTAW POST-OFFICE. 
Washinaton Correspondence New York World. 

Postmaster-General Key was engaged Tues- 
day in writing a letter to the prominent citizens 
of Eutaw, Ala., who are dissatisfied with their 
Postmistress. In this letter he pointed out to 
them their inconsistencies in the matter of ob- 
taining a new manager of the Eutaw Post-Office. 
For a long time Mrs. 8. B. Rushing has beenthe 
Postmistress. She is 65 years old, and the in- 
habitants complained that from age shé is im- 
capacitated for properly performing the re- 
sponsible duties of her position. John H. 
Childs was Mra. Rushing’s assistant and he 
wanted to be made Postmaster. He wrote a 
long letter to the Postmaster-Genera! specify- 
ing the many instances of carelessness and neg- 
‘ligence on the part of the incumbent in per- 
forming ber duties. A special agent was de- 
tailed from the Department to investi- 
gate the case, and he reported the charges 
sustained. Mrs. Rushing was removed, and 
Mr. Childs made Postmaster in her place. Then 
came a letter to Judge Key saying that Mrs. 
Rushing had always performed her duties in the 
most satisfactory manner, and been courteous 
to those with whom she came officially in con- 
tact, and extravagantly lauding her merits as 
Postmistress. This letter was signed by the 
business men of the town. Another special 
agra was sent to Eutaw, and he reported that 
Mrs. Rushing was dismissed without good cause. 
Postmaster-General Key immediately re-ap- 
pointed her Postmistress. Last week he re- 
ceived a letter signed by Mrs. Rushing’s in- 
dorsers saying that they only meant their pre- 
vious petition as a certiffcate of her good char- 
acter, and protesting against her reappoint- 
ment. It was to this letter that Judge Key 
replied Tuesday, announcing his determination 
not to change Postmasters at Eutaw again ex- 
cept. for, good cause. Mrs. Rushing’s salary is 
857 annum.

A NEW2¥YORK MINISTER ON BEER. 
The Rer. Dr. Howard Crosby to a Sun Reporter. 

My impression is that anything that would 
bring about the drinking of beer in place of 
spirituous liquors is desirabie. I know that 
great efforts have been made for the introduc- 
tion and popularization of beer as a beverage, 
and that it has grown in favor, but I do not 
know anything particularly about the proposed 
reduction in its price. If that is practicable, 1 
think it is certainly a very desirable thing. Of 
course, people will drink too much beer, as they 
will eat too much food and drink too much ice- 
water, but it would be a grand thing if the rum, 
gin, and branay drinkers should become beer- 
drinkers instead; it would be the greatest step 
toward temperance that has ever been taken. 
If we could get all sensible people to look at 
this thing in a calm way, and by the right light, 
I think we could soon get the great mass of the 
public to accept that position. 

Regarding tue free sale of ale and beer, I 
could feel very much as Mayor Ely does—that I 
would not want to iinpose a license to all those 
mild drinks any mare than to sell soda-water 
and lemonade. It would be necessary, how- 
ever, if the traffic were made free of license, to 
exercise great care that strong liquors were not 
sold under the names of aleand beer. I have 
no present means of knowing whether a reduc- 
tion in the price of beer is practicable or not; 
or, if itis, whether the burden of that reduc- 
tion should fall upon the brewers or the retail- 
ers. But if it can be made, it should be, and 
the subject is worthy of serious and close in- 
vestigation.

| I hate all Frenchifiea fuss; 

| ‘Your silly entrees and made dishes 

Were never intended for us— 
have ever taken thought of bow much eating 
and drinking goes on in our prose and verse 
uptil at times all English literature seems one 
vast Rabelaisian revel? Sam Weller goes, for 
instance, to a Swarry,“ and Pendennis nearly 
fights a duel with a French cook, M. Aleide de 
Mirobolant—wondrous name, and characterist'c, 
as was the wont of its creator! And a wonderful 
creation is M. Alcide de Mirobolant, who makes 
lave by the menu, and attacks the beart of bis 
mistress a la carte, and is altogether a worthy 
descendant of the coachman-cook of Mollere, 
aod a worthy mate of the culivary artist of an- 
other and later French play. Le Gendre de M. 
Poirier,” writes by the one French dramatist of 
our day who has the most of Moliere’s wit and 
iusight, M. Emile Augier. And not in prose 
aloue doés Thackeray celebrate the cook and his 
works, but in verse also—in that touchingly 
beautiful “Ballad of Bouillabaisse,” which 
begins by tickling our palates, and ends by pull- 
ing our heart-etrings. And Lamb abounds in 
references to eating and the good things of the 
tabie, One of the absurd images to him irresis- 
tible was a mermaid over a fish-kettle cooking 
her own tail! Another Englishman, a con- 
temporary of the poor clerk of the India Office, 
coming late and making it up by going away 
eariy—a contemporary who probably did not 
eren know of Lamb’s existence during his life, 
although Lamb’s later fame now wholly over- 
shadows his own, Sydnev Smith, to-wit—is 
always talking and writing of dinners and din- 
ing: Luttrell came over for a day, from where 
li know not, but 1 thought wot from 
pastures; at least, he had not his usual soup- 
and-pattie look. There was a forced smile on 
his countenance, which seemed to indicate plain 
roast and boiled, and a sort of applie-puddiug 
depression, as if he had beep staying witb a 
clergyman. He was very agreeabic, but spoke 
too lightly, I thought, of veal soup.“ Luttrell, 
it is to be feared, was a man who would speak 
disrespectfully of the equator. 

To Syduey Smith, however, a great debt of 
gastroncmic gratitude is due. It is he who 
brought poetry to the aid of the palate, and set 
forth the making of a salad in rhyming . 
and shorts. Now, although purists in salads 
rdputliate utterly the heresies they discover in 
Sydney Smith’s receipt, yet itis fitting that a 
poetical cook-book should begin by again quot- 
ing it. It occasionally goes the rounds of the 
papers. but few people know exactly where to 
put their hand on it when needed: 

RECEIPT POR A WINTER SALAD. 
Two large potatoes passed through kitcheo-sieve 
Unwonted softness to the salad give. 
Of mordant mustard add a sngle spoon-— 
Distrust the condiment which bites too soon. 
Boat deem ‘t not, thou man of herbs, a fault 
To add a double quantity of elt. 
Three times the spoon with oil of Lucca crown, 
Aho once with vinegar precured from town. 
True flavor needs it, and your poet begs 
The pounded yellow of two well-boiled eggs. 
Lei onion-atoms iurk wi'hin the bowl, 
And, scarce suspected, animate the whole. 
Aud, lastly. on the favored compound toss 
A magic teaspoon of anchovy -sauce. 
Then though green turtle fail, though venison’s 


tough, 

And ham and turkey are not boiled enough.

Now, the American who has known a delicate 
and refined salad of celery or lettuce, with a 
mayonnaise dressing, will_fail to fied anything 
but fault with the heterodox principles of the 
Ebglish poet. But, consider his case—consider 
how barbarous the Briton is in the making of 
salads, hereticaliv heaping together balf a 
huadred incongruous and conflicting vegetables, 
to the total destruction of the subtile harmony 
whiqh should rule asalad as much asa symphony 
consider this, and the poet-preacher is par- 
donable. It is an anonymous disciple who has 
rhymed for us a receipt for the making of the 
national dish of England. the especial delecta- 
tion of the sweet-tooth of the British lion, the 
plum-pudding—an English monopoly once, bu 
now freely compounded bv the ingeniou 
Yankee, and packed in cans, and vended here 
and there over the surface of the globe. spread- 
ing everywhere a knowledge of the British bill- 
of-fare, and sowing everywhere the seeds of 
udligestion: 
A POETICAL RECIPE FOR 

DING. 
To make a plum- pudding to Englishmen's taste, 
Sod all may be eaten and notaing be waste, 
Take of raisins, and curranta, and bread-crumbe 
all round; 

Also enet from oxen, and of flour a pound. 
Of citron well candied, or lemon as good, 
With molasses and sugar, eight ounces, I would, 
Into this first compound next must be hasted

But the best of all gastronomie poe- 
try certain maxims condensed into couplets 
by Mr. Sam Ward, “ Vestibuli Rex,“ and, king 
of culinary counotsseurs. They ate somewhat 
in the style of the whist maxims to which all 
Hav ers seek to be true as the needle to the pole. 
Mr, Ward has not contined bimself to the con- 
cocting of but one dish; be is an appreciativé 
epicure. avd delights in all, celebrating the 
good points of each, and seeking, it may, be to 
conceal the defects of each: 

Always have lobster-sance with salmon, 
And put mint-sance your roasted lamb on. 
Vea!-cutiet dip in egg and bread-crumb, 
Fry till you see a brownish red come. 
(jrate Gruyere cheese on macaroni;

Bankers doing a general business report a rather 
increasing demand for money as the season ad- 
vances: City customers, great and small, seem to 
be doing a fair trade. They manifest a firm and 
cheerful feeling. confident that for them the worst 
is over. Country banks during the past week have 
shown more activity, and still greater is looked 
for in a few days or weeks at most, owing 
to the greater number of inquiries as to 
whether they could rely on Chicago for 
much greater accommodations when the 
crops begin to move. They are ali assured that 
our city banks can meet promptly and cheerfully 
all the calls customers can make, and their only 
anxiety is for more. There never was a time in 
the history of the city when Chicago banks were 
bewter prepared to do the business of the entire 
Northwest without calling on New York or other 
seaboard cities for assistance. 

Discount rates were ateady during the entire 
week at previous figurea. The range is wide. viz: 
6@10 per cent, almost al! ordinary transactions 
being made at 8. This has been the ruling figure, 
in fact, for many weeks past. Call and short-time 
Joaus 3@6 per cent, according to amount and ac- 
companying collaterals. 

New York exchange has fluctuated widely during 
the week, owing to settlements on the Ist and 
4th. It opened at 25@50c premium per $1,000 
between banks on Monday, and settled down to 
the same figures below on Wednesday evening. It 
opened weak on Thursday morning at the same 
figures; but rallied towards the close to par to 25c 
above, and on Saturday it opened and closed firm 
at 60c premium between banks. All this 
was due of course to the  settle- 
ments to be made on the lst and 4th, and the range 
of the market was also wider, owing to the wheat 
but when it was known that aid not 
amoantto much, prices began to rally, and steaa- 
ily advanced to what ie about the shipping figure 
for currency, viz., 60c premium. indeed, we 
beard of some small shipments. The fact shows 
thatthe amount of produce now going forward 
does not equal current payments or that the bulls 
in exchange still have contro! of the market.

LIFE VS. FIRE-INSURANCE. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Cuicaeo, Aug. 3.—In your financial column of 
Friday morning you publish a list of twenty-five 
fire-insurance companies with their receipts, ex- 
penses, and dividends for six months. In several 
instances the expenses are even greater than the 
income, which I presume included the dividends 
they severally paid; as, for instance, the income 
of the Aitna, fire and inland, was $34,786, the ex- 
penses $47,181, and dividends $10,000. The 
Parragut'’s income was $60,250, the expenses 
$67,700, and the dividend $15,000. The Ger- 
mania’s income was 8323, 215, the expenses $340, 
575, and the dividends, 875. 000. I presume the 
item of expenses include the amount paid for 
losses and dividends, but nothing seems to have 
been carried to a reserve or surolus fund to cover 
Tuture losses; and the question arises, ls my fire- 
insurance safe which I may have in such compa- 
nics named above, or any of the companies in- 
cluded in your list which do not show a surplus 
over losses, @xpenses, and dividends’ If our life- 
insurance companies should pubiish such a state- 
ment there would be such a how! raised against 
them that would almost waken the dead, and the 
hoiders of policies might well question the safety 
or value of a policy based on such a statement. 
Thanks, however, to the wiser provision made by 
our life-companies, the reserve or surplus each 
year must be in proportion to the (increased or de- 
creased) liability, or the company must stop, 
Dividends can only be paid from the surplus, and 
not from the capital, to give perfect indemuity to 
holders of Jife-policies. 1. B. C.

THE BANKS MUST DO THEIR OWN RESUM- 


To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Bovrson, Ind., Aug. 2.—In your answer to my 
questions in Tus Triscne of the 27th ult., you 
say it is doubtful whether the Government would 
be able to maintain enough paper at par with coin 
to satisfy the public wants. ‘by could not the 
Government just as well maintain the paper at par 
with coin as the national banks’ Asi understand 
it, the national banks are compelled to resume as 
well as the National Government, Jan. 1. 1879. 
If even they did not need to resume, they are at 
all events obliged to redeem their paper with 
greenbacks, which, ip turn, could be at once con- 
verted into coin on demanding it from the General 
Government, which is the same; so that I can see 
no difference. 

[It is easier for two men to lift a weight and 
carry it than one. It the banks take care of 
their own circulation, which they are abundant- 
ly able to do, the Government will not be bur- 
dened with it. It is true the banks can present 
greenbacks to the Treasury for redemption in 
coin; and it is also true the Government can 
present bank-notes to the banks for redemption 
in coin. Through the Revenue laws, Post-Office, 
and Land-Office, not far from 200 mill- 
ions of bank-notes will come into pos- 
seseio of the Government annually; 
and, every time the banks present 
d greenback at the Sub-Treasury for coin, the 
Government can trump the card, or follow suit, 
by presenting a bank-note at the Washington 
bank-redemption agency for the cold coin. 

The banks understand this, and have no inten- 
tion of attempting to make the Government 
redeem their notes, but propose to take care of 
their circuiation, from their own means, which 
they are abundantly able todo. John Sherman 
explained this whole matter, last March and 
April, to the Banking Committee of the House, 
and silenced all such criticism and cavil as that 
raised by Mr. R. We printed his explanations 
in Tus TRIBUNB at the time.—Ep.] 

The national banks are using their nations 
charter, as you say, as a means of na reputa- 
tion for banking purposes. Could they hot just as 
well do a banking business as private bankers? 
And would not depositors be much safer —as then 
depositors would be secured bythe bankers be- 
coming individually liable to the full amount of 
their combined wealth; whereas now, in some 
States, they are only responsible for the amount of 
their stock, and in other States, as in Ohio, double. 
So that a depositor is safer with a private banker 
than with a national bank. B. F. Rosenserry. 

Uf the national banks lost their charters, their 
stockholders would fall back on old State-bank 
charters in all the States where such charters 
coull be found. With the exception of two or 
three Western States, there are plenty of such 
charters to be had. Weshould them have the 
banking capital of the country doing business 
under thirty or forty different systems,—many 
of them loose and insecure. The national sys- 
tem of supervision, inspection, and publicity 
it is nonsense to say that 
would de better seeed. 
This “double individual liability,” and 
‘full liability for their combined wealth.“ when 
tested by actual practice in the cases of broken 
private banks, almost invariably prove to be de- 
lusive and valueless, and made of the material 
moonshine is composed of. The matignant ani- 
mosity against the national banks, wnich would 
take away their charters from them, has its root 
in State sovereignty,’’ which would elevate 
the State above the Nation, and reaffirm the 
Rebel pretension of the right of a State to se- 
cede from the Union whenever it pleases.

If such means of en- 
tertainment are not present, a great many peo- 
ple vote the Fair a bore, and say it is run like a 
prayer-meeting; if wheels-of-fortune or beer- 
selling is permitted, anotherclass say the mana- 
gers are encouraging gambling and intemperance. 
Between the two extremes, it seems hard to 
pass without getting denounced by both par- 
ties; and, as all communities are about equally 
divided, it is hard to tell just whattodo. We 
think that many of our County Fairs are held 
too early in the season. A Fair held 
in August can de little else than a 
stock-show, as fruit and vegetables are 
not mature enough to exhibit with any 
satisfaction. Such shows are usually little more 
than horse-races, which comprise the principal 
attraction, and absorb most of the premiums. 
As schools of instruction, they are failures; 
and, as expositions of the wealtb of the coun- 
try, give one no proper ideas. There is a grand 
chance for making a Fair a place of attraction, 
and for compariso@Mof products; and we hope, 
in time, tos them become such, instead of 
schools for t®® education of young gamblers, 
and the demoralization of farmers’ sons. 
BENEFIT OF CLOVER. 

Clover, as a manure, is attracting more atten- 
tion with each sutteerding year; and, as the 
price of seed has come down to a reasonable 
sum, more of it shouldbe sown. The following 
able article on the subdjeet is from the U/over- 
Leaf, a little publication by the Birdsell Manu- 
facturing Companys: 

The Maximum of benefit derived from the stub- 
ble and roots of clover is attained the second year 
from the first sowing, for the plant is usually a 
biennia!, andit has been demonstrated that the 
dried roots are then in the proportion of fifty-six for 
every 100 pounas of hay produced from them in 


two years. The ground is theh #o fall of roots that 


further accumulation is checked. Taucse roots 
have a magical effect upon the wheat-crop, sup- 
plying the needed requisites to the produttion of a 
fine yeild, It will be seen tat in a single season 
the result wou'd not be near as great. forthe clover 
does not get haif established in @ single year. ina 
favorable season, however, a fair crop of hay may 
be obtained with proper management. A liberal 
seeding, and well-prepared ground, followed by 
an application of gypsum when the leaves are de- 
veloped, sown broadcast, will generally give a good 
crop. 
As to the time and manner of 
PLOWING UNDER CLOVER, 

we cannot do better than to repeat what was said 
in the Ulover- Leas last year. From a consultation 


of the best authorities. the better opinion seems 
to be, thatthe proper time to plow under clover is 
or a 


justatthe time when it begins to bloom, 
little before, rather than after. The flower- 


leaves give off the nitrogen that the growing plant 


has all along been securing from the atmosphere, 


and whatever decaying plant-life bas taken place in 


contact with it, which is desirable should be re- 
tained in the soil. At this period the plants con- 
tain the largest quamity of ready soluble matter, 
and have the least exhaneted the nvtritive sub- 
stance of the soil. The plowing should be 
enough to prevent wastage, and yet near enough 


to the surface to be acted upon by solar heat and 


the air. Thereis no method known at present, 


where land has been long compelled to yield up 


its treasures in producing wheat and other crops, 
by which the soll can be restored so well as by 
rotatiig with clover as a manurial agent, at the 
same time not forgetting to add, where required, 
the mineral constituents. 

GAS COAL-TAR. 

Col. F. D. Curtiss says of this article, in the 
New York Tribune 

A pig was castrated a week ago, and during the 
present hot weather, and gas coa!-tar applied. In 
three days the cuts were closed up, and the flesh 
knit together, and in lese than a week the wounds 
were healed. There was no trouble with flies. 
The lambs’ tails were treated, when cut off a week 
ago, with coal-tar, and they are now well. The 
flies did not trouble them. Cas coal-tar is the 
most healing and valuable remedy to apply to flesh- 
wounds that I know of. No farmer should be 
without it. In makingpthis discovery, I have 
found a boon for animals, and farmers two, &s it ts 
so easily applied, and so certain in its curative 
effects. 

As animals occasionally get wounded during 
the hot weather, when flies are thick, this dis- 
covery, if it keeps away the insects, will be vai- 
uable to the farmer. Let it be given a trial. 

THE HESSIAN FLY. 

During the past spring we beard frequently 
of this pest of the wheat-grower; but, as the 
season advanced and the crop approached ma- 
turity, the insect passed out of notice. The 
tracks of the Hessian fiv may be easily traced. 
Last year its presence in Central Illinois was 
put noticed because it was not numerous enough 
to attract attention by its ravages. During this 
season (77-78) they became more numerous. 
This fail an increased acreage pf wheat will be 
sown, and, we have no doubt, the fly will do a 
great deal of damage. Another season will 
probably end the growing of winter-wheat in 
many localities. The crop will be destroyed, 
aud farmers will get discouraged. With their 
natural food and breeding-place gone, the fly 
will disappear, aud. iv a vear or two, wheat may 

ain be raised. Of course, there are circum- 
s.ances Which will tend to break this rule; but 
we consider the average condition of seasous. 
Some go so far as to assert that 
CERTAIN VARIETIES OF WHEAT ARE EXEMPT 
from the attacks of the fly. This is not true. 
A correspondept of the Country enteman says: 

It is claimed by some that certain varietics of 
wheat are les liable to the attacks of the Hessian 
| fy, and entire exemption has been claimed for 
some. Law eatisied from experience that these 
claims are partially fallacious. Thete ie no wheat 
which the Oy will not injure under favoravie con- 
ditions for Ite working. The supposed exemption

I have seen the ame result from the 
use of superphosphate, gypsum, salt. and in feet 
any mapare which causes vigorous growth, . with 
dampness. Coarse mannte sometimes seen to 
favor the insect; but only, I imagine, when the 
weather is % dry that its codrse, sttawy substunce 
is really more dry than the ground. Wherever tae 
soll ie moist, and wheat makes a rapid growth, 
the fy wilkdo the least damage. i shail take ad. 
van of this fact next fall in fertilizing, my 
wheat more liberally than ever before, using 200 
or perhaps more pounds of phosphate per gere, 
besides Zypeum and salt to dilute it. ,

Still, greater won- 
ders bave been accomplished; but we shall not 
throw up our hat and shout, as we saw hundreds 
of peuple do at Centralia, twenty years ago, 
when Fawkes plowed his first furrow in [)linois 
soil. His success was predicted by hundreds; 
but be has long since abandoned the idea of a 
successful steam-plow, and has turned his atten- 
tion to farming, and inventing coru-plauters 
and such useful machines. 

“THE GOOD OLD TrwEs.” 

Yesterday we attended a reunion of a number 
ot the old settlers of this county in Urbana. 
They came and settled here from 1528 to 1540; 
and, as we listened to their recitals of the good 
times they had, we were thankful that we were 
not so unfortunate as to have been “ an old 
settler.” Of money there was very little, and 
farm-products had no cash-value. Wheat was 
hauled to Chicago by ox-tcams,—it required 
fourteen days to make the trip,—and then it 
sold for 40 or 50 cents per bushel. Corn in the 
crib sold for 4 or @cents; hogs, 81. W per cwt. 
Waves were 50 cents per day in harvest; and one 
gentieman, now very wealthy, said he worked five 
days in the City of Chicago for one bushel of salt, 
—price $2.50. That was in 1830. Sugar cost 9 to 
10 cents; coffee, 20 to 50; calico, 20 to 50; and 
whisky, 25 cents. Contrasted with present 
prices and present conveniences, the good old 
times ’’ sink into insignificance by comparison. 
Those good old times are, however, constantly 
referred to by those who have evidently forgot- 
tou the past, and still sigh fur its return. There 
is nothing but the will to hinder any one who 
chooses to do 60, from returning to the primi- 
tive customs and habits of the early pioneers; 
but we fear the will is not strong enough to 
abandon the luxurtes of the present for any such 
privations. 

CROPS, WEATHER, ETC. 

Harvest is over, and now the thresher 16 fin- 
ishing the account for the year. The yield of 
Small grain is all that was predicted. Central 
litinois has, however, been receutiy visited by 
several severe rain and wind storms, which 
have done great damage to the corn, by blow- 
ing itdown and breaking it off. Many good 
judges assure us that the storm of Wednesday 
nurut injured the curu-crop of this county tothe 
extent of one-third the crop. It is, however, 
too soon to compute the damage. The stalks 
are left in such condition that it will be im- 
possible to sow either wheat or rye in the stand- 
iug stalks. Very little grain is coming to mar- 
ket, aud the prices remaiu as quoted last week.

THE FIELD AND STABLE. 


Veterinary Hygiene: XLIX,—Miasma—Sun- 
stroke—Oolic. 
From Our Own Correspondent. 

Cuicaeo, Aug. 3.—Miasma used to be defined 
as infection floating in the air,—as eflluvia, or 
fine particles of putrefying organic substances, 
floating and rising in the air, and noxious to the 
health of domestic animals and men. It was 
considered “as an unknown something which 
manifests its existence by its effect. That its 
development is connected with, and inseparable 
from, a decay or putrefaction of organic bodies 
is an undisputed fact; but the real nature of the 
various miasmata is yet comparatively un- 
known. Still. since modern investigations have 
revealed the existence of small corpuscles in the 
blood, tissues, and morbid products in almost 
every miasmatic disease, and since Hallier and 
others have succeeded) in cultivating peculiar 
fungus-growths from those small corpuscles, 
there can be but littie doubt that the latter are 
the germs or sporuies of those peculiar micro- 
scopic fungi. Further, wherever a mi- 
asma mavifested its presence in a limit- 
ed locality,—a swamp, an inclosure, or 
a stable, etc., —by producing a miasmatic 
disease, organic substances baye been found float 
ingintbeair. Consequenils,itis to be presumed 
that the germs or sporules found in the blood 
and humors of animals affected with mias- 
matic diseases constitute the miasmatic princt- 
ple, or are closely connécted with the same. 
However this may be, miasmata. in a great 
many respects,—four instance, in-their effect up- 
on au animal organism,—are very similar to 
cuntagions. At any rate, several miasmatic dis- 
eases are able to develop a Contagion which, if 
communicated to other animels, acts in a simi- 
lar way as the miasma, by causing an infection, 
and producing the same morbid process. The 
miasmata differ consideratiy, not only as to 
their effect upon an animal organism, but also 
as to their source. The latter—that is, the na- 
ture, origin, and composition of the decaying or 
putreiying substances, aud the circumstances 


and conditions under which the cor 
ruption or decomposition is proceeding— 
determine the nature of the miasma 
and its specific eflect upon an animal 


orgabism. Miasmata, though always a product 
of decay and putretaction, effect, even in the 
same animal, ditferent mordid processes, or 
Gifferent specific diseases, if derived from differ 
ent sources, or developed under different cir- 
cumstances and conditions. For instance, the 
miasmatic efluvia of certain localities, itp which 
certain conditious are existing, but especially at 
certain seasons of the year, cause fever and 
ague; miasmata developed in dirty and ill-ven- 
tilated stables ana sick rooms are apt to cause 
peculiar typuoid diseases, or to give existing 
disorders a peculiar typhoid character; and 
miasmata proceeding from sewers and sink- 
holes, etc., constitute frequently the cause of 
other, usually very dangerous, cases of typhts. 


That organic substances are floating in 
the air, inciosed in ill-ventilated stables, 
ete., or stagnating over swamps, bogs, 
etc., is easiiy ascertained by collecting 


the dew from a stable-window, or from the 
vegetation of a swamp or bog, etc., and éxamin- 
ing the same under a good micfoscope. It will 
invariably be found to contain organic sub- 
stances. Further, such dew, althougn pertectly 
clear and limpid when first collected, will soon 
become vurbid, and 4 of afoul smell. 
Certain products of morbid processes or dis- 
dase, —such as mucous, puruleut, and gangre- 
nous secretions,—which are not corsidered as 
being volatile, arise and vitiate the air of sick 
rooms or stables, and act like a contagion,— 
tnat is, cause pyemie and septic infections. 
Consequently, miasmata and contagions are very 
similar in their effect upon an animal organisin, 
and it is Det an easy task to distinguish, under 
all circufmstances, the influence of a miasma 
from that of a contagion,

The 
horse micht have beep saved by timely and con- 
tinued application of ice or of cold water tothe 
poll and the upper part of the head, very light 
diet, and a timely evacuation of the bowels. 
ice is applied best by crushing the same, and 
putting it in a small beg,—a flour-bay, for in- 
stance,—which latter very conveniently can be 
kept in position on the poll and top of the head 
by iastening it to the halter. As soou as the 
ice has melted away, the bag, of course, must 
be filled again. Cold water is applied best by 
fastening to the halter, on the top of the head, 
in the same way as the bag with ice, a couple of 
gunny-sacks, folded two or three times, and by 
keeping the latter constantly dripping wet. 
Besides that. the animal should have received a 
few doses of saltpetre in his water for drinking: 
verv little to eat, if any at all; and F puys“ 
say one Ounce of alves, in shape of a pill—to 
open his bowels. Sach cases, if not promptly 
attended to, usually terminate either in death, 
or, What happeus more trequenhtiy, in incurable 
dropsy of the brain—so-calied biind-stagvers.

MILITIA NOTES. 
THE PRIZE DRILL AT Sr. LOUIS. 

The different militia organizations of Chicago 
are just now on the ragged edge of indecision 
about going to St. Louis to compete for the prizes 
for best drilling in September, during the Exposi- 
tion at that place. The First Regiment bas about 
decided to go, the matter of transportation being 
the only thing that causes the officers to hesitate, 
as this item will make quite a difference in 
the individual expenses of the men. 
It is hoped that free transportation will 
be given them dy the railroads, but 
nothing of the sort has yet been promised. Ata 
meeting of the officers of the Second Regiment, 
heid about & week ago, it was decided that this 
organization should go down. It is understood 
that it will enter for the battalion prize, and it 16 
reasonable to suppose that it will getit, for the 
companies are drilling sharply as a battalion, and 
considerable efficiency ie shown. The three com- 
panies comprising the Sixth Battalion will probably 
go. Company A hae gone into camp for 
two weeks at South Park avenue 
and Thirty-fifth etreet. with 4 view 
of acquiring proficiency The same can be said of 
Companies B. D, and G. of the First Regiment. 
and other companies are drilling two and three 
nights a week for the same purpose. B and D are 
encamped at the south end of the Exposition 
Building, and G is at Lake View. There are to be 
three prizes for company drilling and one for 
battalion.

CHINESE SUNDAY-SCHOOL. 
A BANQUET YESTERDAY. 

Ab Ching Yuen, the aristocrat, wore a black 
eatin jacket, a straw hat jauntily tipped on one 
side of his head, and new felt shoes, which made 
no sound as he proudly trod across the floor. Lo 
Bo, being only a hired man on moderate wages, 
could not be expected to rag out very well, but 
he was neat if not gaudy. Ah Sam Chong, Fong 
Sang, Low Lee, R Gin, and the rest of the four- 
teen Celestiale who were present at the banquet 
(there are twenty-one who actually belong to the 
Sunday-schoo!) were arrayed in much the same 
scale of splendor as Lo Bo. 

It is now two months since the Chinese Sunday- 
school was started in an upper room of Farwell 
Hall, and already it has attained a place among 
the prominent religious institutions of the city. 
An eccentric man with a queer history— David 
D. Jdones—was the founder of it. Born 
in Wales., he has lived a vagabond life as a kind of 
itinerant missionary in Egypt, Spain, and the Far 
West of America. He lived for several years in the 
Chinese quarter in Evanston, Wyoming Territory, 
and thus acquired a knowledge of the Chinese lan- 
guage. At present he is a guest of the aristocrat, 
(hing Yuen, who is sole proprietor of a laundry at 
No. 57 West Madison street, and is reported to be 
worth as much as $6,000. Mr. Jones lives with 
Ching Yuen in the rear part of the basement where 
the laundry is located. 

It was a great day for the Chinese, was yesterday. 
The pupils of the Sunday-school had extended a 
formal invitation to their teachers to participate 
in a banquet at the close of the regular exercises. 
It was a sort of return compliment 
for the dinner given to the Cninamen by the teach- 
ers on the Sunday after the Fourth of July. It 
must be understood that Ah Sin is just as inde- 
pendent and proud as his American brother. Only 
the other day, when a party of Chinese were in- 
vited out to visit the Rev. Mr. Humphreys at Oak 
Park, they hired livery-carriages and were driven 
out in style at about three times the expense of 
railroad fares. N 

The regular Sunday- school exercises were gone 
through as usual. A peculiarity of this Sunday- 
school is that there isa teacher for every pupil. 
Most of the teachers are ladies. The teaching is 
necessarily simple in it scope, as few of the 
almond-eyed scpolars can speak English. There 
is an English-Offnese primer, with pictures in it, 
and hanging against the wall are large charts on 
which are printed in Chinese characters 
the Lord's Prayer, ‘* Praise God, from whom 
all blessings flow,” and the Ten Comniandments. 
Of course there is plenty of singing. The favorite 
piece with the pupils is Come to Jesus, al- 
though they like Tae old, old story” and 1 
am so glad that Jesus loves me. 

There was a short intermission petween the 
Sunday-school and dinner, .which was spent in 
social chat, teachers and pupils mixing together 
without reserve. The Chinamen were studiously 
polite, and, strange to say, not afflicted with shy- 
ness or diffidence. Some unpleasaotnees arose 
from the fact that the hotel-keeper who supplied 
the dinner had sent over common knives and 
This was resetited by the leading Chinese, 
who insisted on having nothiag less than silver, 
and their ire was only abated by hav- 
ing better knives and forks substituted. 
When all were ready the company sat down at the 
table, each teacher being escorted to her piace by 
her own pupil, who gravely took his seat beside 
her. Grace was said by the ae. Mr. Humphreys. 
and all fell to with a zes he Chinese used the 
knives and forks as skilifully ag u they had never 
heard of chop-sticks.

How to Color Metals. 
Galignani's Messenger. 

Very beautiful effects can be produced by giv- 
ing tints to metalic objects, or certain portions 
of them; and the following are some of the 
methods employed for that purpose: Metals 
may be colored rapidly by covering their surface 
with a layer of sulphuric acid in solution. Ac- 
cording to the thickness of the layer, and dura- 
tion of its action, shades can be produced of 
gold, of copper, carmine, chestnut-brown, light 
aniline-blue, and reddish-white. All these col- 
ors are brilliant, aud, if care has been taken to 
clean the metal before subjecting it to the action 
of the acid, they will bear polishing very well. 
By dissolving 4244 grammes of acetate of lead in 
225 grammes of water, and heating the mix- 
ture to 88 deg. Centigrade, (19045 
deg. Fahrenheit) or 93 deg. UCenti- 
grade, (19945 deg. Fahrenheit) it ae- 
composes, forming a precipitate of sulphate of 
lead in black flakes; if a metallic. object is 
plunged in that bath, the deposit settles on it 
and a coloring is produced, generally of a red- 
ish-brown, the shade of which depends on the 
thickness of the precipitate. Care must be 
taken to heat the objects to be acted upon in a 
regular manner, so that the coloring shall be- 
come uniform. Iron treated in that way as- 
sumes the aspect of bluish steel; zinc, on the 
contrary, becomes brown. if, instead of the 
acetate of lead, an equal quantity of sulphuric 
acid is used, and the heat is raised somewhat 
higher than the degrees mentioned above, can- 
non-bronze may be colored a magnificent red or 
green, very stable. Beautiful imitations of 
marble are obtained by heating bronze objects 
to 100 deg. Centigrade (212 deg. Fahrenheit), 
with asolution of lead, thickened with gum 
adragant, and afterward submitting them to the 
action of the deposit of acetate of lead men- 
tioned above.

CURIOSITY. 
SERMON BY THE REV. Z. M. HUMPHREY, OF 
CINCINNATI. 

The Rev, Z. M. Humphrey, of Cincinnati, ad- 
dressed the congregation of the First Presby- 
terian Church, corner of Indiana avenue and 
Twenty-first street, ‘yesterday morning, from 
the text:

Peter un- 
derstood his Savior, and knew that this was a 
prophecy which should be fulfilled. He was 
possessed of a most impetuous nature. Peter 
and John, the beloved Disciple, were dear 
friends. John followed Jesus in His moments 
of acute mental agony, as if in sympathy, as 
the Lord was turning to go. It was not strange 


that Peter should desire to know what was to 
become of his friend, and he also followed on, 
and asked his Savior what was to become of 
him. The words of Jesus were a mild rebuke 
to Peter for his curiosity. What is it to thee 
if Ishall bid him tarry here until I come“ Cu- 
riosity formed a large portion of human nature. 
The speaker cited several illustrations of this 
theory, principal! as shown in matters 
of science. Curiosity prompted the Christian 
to inquire of the course, the purpose, and the 
philosophy of God's plans and works. ‘his 
curiosity was the foundation of a great deal of 
our study, which study had benefited the cause 
of religion in that it had set great minds to 
work, and their work had rendered plain many 
of the hitherto unexplained mysteries contain- 
ed in the Bible. There.were some things that 
were beyond the comprebension of mortals in 
the words of God; there were things that it 
was not meant for us to understand. Take, for 
instance, memory, that subtle, ethereal some- 
thing within us that no scientist could explain, 
no chemist analyze. If we could not compre- 
hend memory, how much more impossible to 
comprehend the workings of reason. Or take 
the leaf of the forest, watch it gradually un- 


fold itself, with its fine and coarse fibres inter- 


woven with each other, combining 
strength, buoyancy, and beauty,—could we 
understand the principle upon which this 
phenomenon was founded? Was it strange, 
then, that we could not understand some of 
the language of God as handed down to us by 
inspiration ! 

The statement bad been made with the 
greatest confidence by some that they did not 
believe that God intended to hold them re- 
sponsible for things whieh they could not under- 
stand; and these had asked whether the riddles 
contained in the Holy Word were not calculated 
to make God misunderstand. The proper thing 
for the Christian to do, the speaker thought, 
was to obey the mandates which were made 80 
plain that a way faring man might understand, 
and let alone those passages which it was not 
intended for us to understand. There was 
enough in the Bible for usto understand to en- 
able us to reach hope and Heaven, 
without troubling ourselves to seek to eluci- 
date those statements which it was 
not necessary for us to understand. 
What is that tothee? Follow thou Me.“ It 
was enough for us to know that God did all 
things for us, without asking Him when He was 
going to do it, orhow He was going to do it. 
His command was to “Seek ye first that which 
is for the welfare of thy spirit, and afterwards 
all things shall be added unto you.” How 
many believers we saw turn away from the 
Scriptures to the things which interested them 
in this life. Our sympathies would al- 
low us to excuse the questions of cu- 
riosity or complaint which arose under certain 
circumstances about us. The young man af- 
flicted with an incurable disease, sitting by the 
open window, with the cooi spring zephyrs 
floating over his pallid cheeks, might almost be 
excused in saying, as he saw a ruday-faced com- 
panion passing by with elastic step, full of life 
and buoyancy, “Why is light denied to me, 
while others have more than enough! But 
we must repress our sympathy, and the young 
man should be reminded of the words of his 
blessed Savior, ** What is that to thee? Follow 
thou Me.“ 


CAMP-MEETING, 


SUNDAY AT LAKE BLUFF. 

The last Sunday of the Lake Bluff camp- 
meeting drew together a larger number of peo- 
ple—most on religion, but some on pleasure 
bent—than has been assembled at that delight- 
fully-situated and well-conducted camp-ground 
since the meeting has been in operation. The 
size of the crowd yesterday was variously esti- 
mated all the way from 3,000 to 5,000, and pos- 
sibly the latter figure was not very far out of 
the way. The increased attendance was, no 
doubt. due to the fact that it was to be the last 
Sunday. On Sundays thousands can go out of 
the city who find it difficult or even impossible 
to do so at any other time, and the idea of miss- 
ing the last Sunday by those who had, any in- 
tention of going out during the closing days ot 
the meeting was not for a moment to be 
thought of. Then, too, the fact that a Sunday 
train was to run was generally and definitely 
known, for once at least, and there was no pain- 
ful uncertainty about the question of trans- 
portation. From 400 to 500 people went out on 
the morning train, and these, in addition to 
those who have been staying at the Bluff, and 
those who escaped from the city to its sylvan 
shades Saturday evening, swelled the numbers 
of those on the grounds until they reached the 
figures above given. The early morning was 
devoted to N in the different 
tents. At 10 o’clock the large meeting was 
held in the Tabernacle. After the usuai intro- 
ductory services Bishop Merrill preached a ser- 
mou just one hour and a half long, 
and proportionately learned. He took 
as his text Ephesians, ii, 8-9: “For by 
grace are ye through faith; and that not of 
yourselves: it is the gift of God. Not of works, 
lest any man should boast.“ Bishop Merrill re- 
ferred to the word salvation, and the sense that 
it conveyed of man’s fallen state and lost condi- 
tion, his need of salvation, his liability to pun- 
ishment, and the way of salvation opened by the 
coming of the Savior. He called attention to 
the three elements of salvation,—grace, faith, 
and works,—and discussed each at great length. 
Grace originated the plan of salvation, and 
provided the methods by which it was 
applied to the human soul. Faith he 
defined to be the receiving cause, as grace was 
the originating cause, of salvation. Works. in- 
stead of being that by which salvation was se- 
cured, were the evidence of faith. The Bishop 
referred to the two senses in which the word 
‘* justification’”’ was used by James and Paul, and 
discussed the doctrine of salvation by imputa- 
tion of Christ’s righteousness, denying that 
there was any truth init. God imputed to man 
nothing except what belongs to him,—sins to the 
man who committed siti, and righteousness to 
the man who possessed righteousness. By faith 
the sou! was enabled to lav hold of the blood of 
the atonement, and man being fallible, and 
unable to fully obey the law as Christ did, his 
faith was accepted as a substitute for his 
obedience. 

Between the morning and evening services 
there were more prayer-meetings, which were 
quite well attended, and at which the interest 
was fully maintained. At 8 o’clock the Rev. 
Miner Raymond, Professor of Theology in the 
Garrett Biblical Institute, preached to another 
large audience on the! Stability of the Church,” 
taking as his text Matt,, xvi., 18: “ And I say 
unto thee, that thou art Peter, and upon this 
rock I will build my church; and the gates of 
hell shall not preva 1 it.” The evening

dure the terrible agony,—during all this time 
the sweetness of His nature was made mani- 
fest. He forgave His enemies and blessed those 
who persecuted Him. ‘ 

Another trait in Jesus’ character was His love 
for His mother. As He was bleeding and iying 
upon the cruel cross, He looked down among the 
people at His feet. and there He saw Mary, 
His mother. He spoke to her wen 
of cheer, and commended her to His 
disciple John, who took her to his own 
house, and for fifteen years he cared for her. 
She died with her head upon John’s bosom, 
biessing him. The speaker exhorted all in the 
congregation who had mothers to take care of 
them and love them, as their Lord and Savior 
loved and cared for His mother. 

Had any one before him ever seen a poor 
wretch hung! Whoever bad had felt almost an 
uncontrollable desire to rush up and cut the 
victim down, as he dangled from the rope on 
the scaffold. But no one offered to save our 
Savior when He was dying, a death a thousand 
fold more horrible than hanging; not a spark of 
pity animated the breasts ot that hard-hearted 
multitude. And what did Christ say while this 
was being done! He said, Father, forgive 
them, for they know not what they do.“ 

Could we not learn a useful lesson from the 
heroic, forgiving spirit exhibited by Jesus? He 
was dying for our sins, the sins of the 
whole world,—not for His own sins,—and yet 
He could forgive those who were — 8 
Him, even though He came into the world to 
save those very people. Jesus came into the 
world to save the world. Right 
just béfore He expired, He achieved the 
greatest victory that was ever achieved 
in the whole world. It will be remembered that 
He was crucified between two thieves. One re- 
viled Him to the last; but the other sad: We 
deserve to die, for we are guilty; but this man 
has done nothing to deserve death.“ Theu he 
called upon his Savior and ours to save his soul. 
Christ turned toward the penitent thief, and 
with a look that showed that He was in His 
dying gasps, but that He had come into the 
world to save such sinners as this, and said to 
him: Son, be of good cheer, this day shalt 
thou be with me in Paradise.“ 

Finally. Jesus eried out with a loud voice, 
saving, It is finished,’’ and expired. And the 
veil of the Temple was rent, and the sun was 
darkened, and great fear game upon the multi- 
tude. And here the speaker desired to say that 
there was more virtue in one drop of Christ's 
blood than in the whole army of scientists and 
those who strove to seek salvation by power of 
reasoning and argument. Let ail emulate the 
example of their Savior, and ali would be well 
with them. 

REST. 

THE REV. DR. STEPHENSON, OF MONTREAL, 
occupied the pulpit of the First Congregational 
(the Rev. Dr. Goodwin’s) Church yesterday. 
He is a pleasant speaker, both in voice and ges- 
ture, and his command of language is excellent. 
He took for his text in the forenoon the fallow- 
ing, from Mark, vi., 31: “And He said unto 
them, Come ye yourselves apart into a desert 
place, and rest awhile; for there were many 
coming and going, and they had no leisure so 
much as to eat. Dr. Stephenson divided his 
sermon into five particulars. He said there 
were times when life was weary abd a 
heavy burden. The time described in 
the text was one of excitement, and people 
kept coming and going,” The disciples of 
Christ felt it, so He called them apart and told 
them to rest. Rest was necessary to health, and 
man owed it to himself and to others to rest at 
proper times from his labors. It was necessary, 
too, he said, in order to preserve a proper bal- 
ance that we should not work forever at one 
thing, but we should do many things. Esperially 
was that true as to our oon spiritual nature. 
We should have eves of the soui as well as eves 
of the body. Then he proceeded to show when 
and how we might rest in a desert, and 
discoursed learn the subject of peayer, 
which he defined as e outgoing of the soul 
to God, —an aspiration to something Divine 
and soul-inspiring. Prayer was also necessar 
to a spiritual life in Crist. Our age, he said, 
was one of induction, aud what was wanted was 
fact to convince the people. One might net be 
able to say how prayer was eflicacious, but he 
well knew himself. 

Dr. Stephenson talked very pleasantly about 
home, which he said must be made a place of 
sacred rest; it must be a school for the «ailuca- 
tion of sons and daughters, and Christ must be 
there. The Sabbath was touched upon, and the 
lines of George Herbert in reference to it were 
quoted. Life, he said, turned on little facts, 
and there were traces of the Divine purposes in 
them. Life went forward and death came, and 
death was an angel of deliverance.
